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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Traverse of the rejection of claim 1 1 over 
Hynecek is not persuasive because (a) "bipolar device" is not claimed by Applicant nor is this comment relevant at all to the issues at 
hand in any other way, (b) the "virtual" gates are in fact clocked gates (see first paragraph of "Background of the Invention", the adjective 
"virtual" pertaining to the replacement of one silicon level by a P-i- junction and does not at all imply that the property of being clocked is 
virtual: the virtual gates in Hynecek are indeed the MOS gates that are being clocked (see again first paragraph of "Background of the 
Invention"]); and (c) Applicant's field plates 305 (page 10 of specification) and semiconductor regions 40/42/44/46 do not patently 
distinguish because both are semiconductor regions biased through wiring to a bias terminal (see page 10 of the specification and col. 2, 
I. 42-59 in Hynecek). Furthermore, the traverse of the rejections of claims 11-17 based on Bosiers et a! as primary reference is not 
persuasive, because field plate 38 surrounds on both sides the first clocked gate 39, hence the rejection is in line at least with meaning d 
of "surrounding" as given in Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, 10th Edition. 
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
